Senate action before Congress 
adjourned last October and as 
late as ear'y December was still 
thinking of calling the Senate 
into special session to consider 
the treaty. 


Senate Republican leader Ev- 


erett Dirksen of Illinois has left 
up to Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana the deci- 
sion on when to bring up the 
question. 


Dirksen said in an interview 


he is willing to take it up as 
soon as organization 
matters 


have been cleared away after 
Friday convening of Congress. 


Mansfield has promised John- 


son to act quickly. 


However, Sens. Jacob K. Jav- 


its, R-N.Y., and Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mlch., have pjpared an at- 
tack on the Senate's rule 22 
which requires two-thirds ap- 
proval of those voting to choke 
off a filibuster. 


Dirksen said that his biennial 


argument 
over changing the 


Senate's rules at the start of 
each new Congress could con- 
sume a week if no agreement is 
reached. 


The Senate will swear in Its 


new members Friday. There is 
doubt that U will convene aft- 
er a joint session of Congress 
Monday to canvass the presi- 
dential election returns. Thus 
the battle over the rules is not 
likely to get under way until 
Jan. 7, 


Beyond that, moreover, lies 


opposition to the treaty's terms 
that may spawn lengthy debate 
which could preclude a ratifica- 
tion vote before President-elect 
Nixon takes office.

Q—My doctor says I have 


a hydrocele. He tapped it 
three times but it always 
comes back. What can be 
done for it? 


A—A hydrocele is an ac- 


cumulation of lymph in the 
scrotal sac. In most cases, 
the cause is unknown. After 
simple tapping the fluid al- 
most always comes back. A 
more effective treatment is 
tapping followed by the in- 
jection of a sclerosing fluid 
—an agent that causes the 
walls of the sac to adhere to 
the testicles or an operation 
that destroys the secreting 
surface of the sac. 


Q—The left portion of my 


scrotal sac is much larger 
than the right and feels like 
a bag of worms. What causes 
this and what is the best 
treatment? 


A—You have a varicocele 


—varicose v e i n s in your 
scrotum. It is caused by an 
obstruction of the main vein 
;l<SaZfing awaytTrom the sac. 
The cause of the obstruction 
may be a tumor, in which 
case it should be removed. 
In most cases, however, the 
cause is unknown. Since the 
condition is harmless, no 
treatment is needed or ad- 
visable. 
The results of at- 


tempts at surgical correction 
have been unsatisfactory. 


Q—I am 60 and have al- 


ways had good health. Now 
my doctor says 1 have epi- 
didymitis. Is it contagious? 
How did I get it? Can it be 
cured? 


A—This is an inflamma- 


tion of the epididymis which 
is a part of the testicle. It is 
not contagious although it 
may be caused by such com- 
municable d i s e a s e s as 
mumps, g o n o r r h e a and 
tuberculosis or by an injury. 
The treatment would depend 
on the cause. 


Q—My son, 16, is well-de- 


veloped except that his penis 


is about the size of an 8- 
year-old's. Our doctor says 
that when he is 19 he will be 
O.K. 
Can't anything be done 


for him now? The boys at 
school make fun of him all 
the time. 


A—The teasing of a boy by 


his classmates can be very 
cruel. Barring a rare hor- 
monal i m b a l a n c e , which 
your d o c t o r would have 
noted and corrected, there 
is no effective treatment for 
this condition. Some boys' 
external 
genitals 
develop 


more s l o w l y than others. 
But, as your doctor has told 
you, this will be no handicap 
to your son as an adult. 


Q—Following an attack of 


sinus trouble six months ago 
I lost my sense of smell. Will 
it ever come back?

three no-trump. What's more 
they would still have a top 
if they had gone down two 
tricks doubled. 


It seems that the next best 


North-South score was minus 
790. 
North had opened his 


singleton trump against four 
spades doubled. South took 
his ace and led a second 
trump lo hold West to his 
contract. At all other tables 
the contract was four or five 
spades doubled and a heart 
was opened, whereupon West 
would take 11 tricks to score 
either 990 or 850, depending 
on whether he was doubled 
at four or five.

(AP) - Dr. Philip Blaiberg, the 
longest surviving heart trans- 
plant patient, planned a dinner 
party tonight to celebrate the 
first anniversary of his opera- 
tion. 


"I feel even better than I did 


years before the operation," 
said the chubby, mustached 59- 
year-old dentist who received a 
new lease on life when Dr. 
Chrlstlaan Barnard's transplant 
team gave him a new heart at 
Groote 
Schuur Hospital last 


Jan. 2. 


Barnard was invited to the an- 


niversary dinner. 


Blaiberg said he took a glass 


of wine Wednesday, his first 
since the operation. 


"On that score you're behind 


me," Blaiberg was told by the

Boulogne the 


French Dominican monk who is 
No. 2 in length of survival for 
heart transplant patients. "I've 
been drinking for a long time 
now." 


The two men talked briefly In 


a Paris-Cape Town telephone 
hookup arranged by a French 
radio station. Boulogne received 
his new heart last May 12.

you welcomed me, I was naked 
and you clothed me, I was in 
prison and you came to me."

ing all these miseries?

As he himself put it, peoples 


response to him is synonymous 
with their conduct toward the 
world's needy, "Truly, I say to 
you," he said, "as you did it to 
one of the least of these, my 
brethren, you did it tome."

of active regard for Jesus, And 
today, after two millennia of the 
faith, the churches are intensi- 
fying their concentration on that 
point, in ways and to an extent 
unmatched before.

Vintage Year 
for Loony 
Larceny

Well, 1968 p r o d u c e d no 
kitchen sinks, but it did hit 
the next closest thing. In 
Greensboro, N.C., a bathtub 
fell off a truck and before 
the trucker could pick it up 
three men drove off with it. 
And in Laramie, Wyo., a girl 
told p o l i c e that someone 
stole the bathtub from her 
apartment. 


Numbers were no obstacle 


to thieves in 1968, for in 
Manila 13,600 feet of tele- 
phone wire were taken and 
in Denmark another thief 
stole a length of power line 
leaving most of a town in 
darkness. Burglars stole a- 
roof in Kemp, Tex. A large 
metal building was stolen in 
Tulsa, Okla. 
And a road 


grader, 35 feet long and 
weighing tons, was stolen 
from a nursery near Cam- 
den, N.Y. 


Again numbers mean little, 


for an enterprising marauder 
stole 20,000 worms from a 
bait dealer in Albuquerque, 
N.M. Another prowler stole 
46 canaries from a woman 
in San Antonio, Tex. 
For 


variety, a burglar took two 
small dogs, four baby alli- 
gators and several parakeets 
from a pet store in St. Louis, 
Mo. 


The longest theft of 1968 


was the stealing of 26 miles 
of skins used in 
stuffing 


sausages from a meat plant 
in Cambridge, England. 


A rancher in Glendale, 


Ariz., found that during the 
night thieves had cut his 
hay field, used his baler to 
bundle the hay and carted it 
off. And in Calcutta, India, 
thieves over a period of time 
carried off more than 130,000 
tons of standing rice; 250,000 
acres were involved and a 
mob of 500 took part in the 
giant theft. 


Animals really made the 


news. Dozens of eggs stolen 
from doorsteps in Leeds, 
England, were finally traced 
to a raw-egg-loving dog. And 
in Knoxville, Tenn., a purse- 
snatching dog was caught by 
a humane officer. A family's 
pet dog stole a bank bag 
containing $3,500 and was 
caught dragging the money 
bag around the back yara 
And perhaps a large, hungry 
dog was the reason for a 


. theft in Montgomery, Ala., 


where 15 pounds of ribs, 25 
pounds 
of neckbones, 
19 


pounds of bologna, three 
hams, 10 pounds of franks, 
and a beef roast disappeared 
A crook in Detroit left so 
rapidly that his dog was 
picked up by police and led 
them to his master's home 
And a housebreaker's dog 
jumped up on a couch where 
the owner of a Vancouver. 
Wash, home was sleeping 
and woke her up licking her 
face Screams drove off the 
disappointed thief. 


Robbers had no respect for 


the law in 1963. Four court 
gavels were taken in Kelso. 
Wash., so that only one judge 
now has a means of bringing 
order The court wall clock 
was stolen in Laramie, Wyo. 
One burglar fled a Ventura. 
Calif., jail with $925 taken 
from th* jail safe

his wagon, thieves broke in 
and along with $1,500 worth 
of various items took, you

alarm. But the greatest in- 
sult to Injury addition was 
la Syracuse, N.Y. A car was 
stolen as the o w n e r was 
loading it. 
The thief ran 


over the owner's foot as he 
drove off. 


There were mean thieves 


in 1968, too. A man sitting 
in a wheelchair was robbed 
of $229 in Detroit. A Sheer- 
ness, England, man had his 
left arm (artificial) 
stolen 


during a r o b b e r y . Two 
break-ins at a c h u r c h in 
Richmond, Va., must have 
furnished enough equipment 
to start a new church for 
the robbers who took 50 vol- 
umes of a prayer book, 40 
Bible story books, a large 
Bible, an engraved commun- 
ion setting, 
several alms 


basins, another prayer book, 
the c h a n c e l cross and a 
vacuum cleaner. 


Police were smart in 1968. 


A robbery.-susgect wearing 
a miniskirt "Iri Dallas was 
trapped w h e n his knobby 
knees and a w k w a r d gait 
tipped off the police. Police 
captured store robbers in 
Spokane, Wash., because one 
was on crutches and their 
get-away attempt was still 
further slowed down when 
the two drove down a dead- 
end street. In Toronto, two 
hoods had their s t i c k u p 
foiled when one of them tried 
to vault over a counter, 
caught his foot and took a 
nasty fall. Another thief tried 
to rob a Los Angeles bank 
just two hours after another 
thief had made off with $411. 
FBI agents investigating the 
first robbery collected the 
w o u 1 d-be oleanupman. A 
man in St. Louis was robbed 
of $312. As he drove toward 
a police station, two other 
thugs again held him up. 
When told of the earlier 
stick-up, they c a l l e d the 
driver names 
and 
disap- 


Eeared. A n o t h e r burglar 


roke through a roof of a 


store in Hartshorne, Okla., 
opened a door and found 
himself right in the middle 
of a town meeting. 


After three burglaries in 


six months a disgusted home 
owner rigged up a shotgun 
booby trap to a closet door. 
Forgetting the t r a p one 
night, he opened the door 
and wound up in the hospital. 


Cars were much in the 


1968 news. M e x i c o City 
authorities say that 10,000 
cars valued at $12 million 
are stolen annually in Mex- 
ico. 
Only about 3,000 are 


ever recovered, m o s t of 
them stripped. 


A cab driver in Hamilton, 


Bermuda, r e a l l y was a 
heavy sleeper. Sleeping in 
the city hall parking Jot, he 
was robbed of his wallet, his 
watch and his shirt. Another 
heavy-sleeper, a Cincinnati 
woman, awoke to find, that 
her $239 wig had been stolen 
from her head. 


Told to take a test drive, a 


prospective buyer drove off 
in a car from a used car lot 
in Troy, N.Y . and apparent- 
ly liked his bargain so well 
that he never b r o u g h t it

Army has selected 27 Negro of- 
ficers for promotion to full colo- 
nel In a move to encourage 
more Negroes to make the serv- 
ice a career, 


The action will double the 


number of Negroes now rated 
"bird" colonel and set the stage 
for possible advancement of 
more Negroes to the rank of 


In its long history the Army 


has had only two Negro gener- 
als—Brig. Gen, Fredie E, Davi» 
son, 
deputy commander of the 


199th Light Infantry Brigade in 
Vietnam, and retired Brig. Gen. 
Benjamin 0, Davis Sr, 


A Pentagon spokesman said 


the 27 Negroes were among 
1,053 Army officers selected for 
advancement 
beyond "light" 


colonel in a list drawn up last 
Nov. 6, 


Jack Moskcwjtz, a deputy sec. 


retary of defense specialising in 
civil rights matters, hailed the 
move as "bo«n4 to encourage" 
more Negroes to aim for ca* 
reers in the service. He said in 
an interview it is "proof1 there 
is 
equality 
in the armed 


forces." 


Moskowite acknowledged that 


the services have been relative- 
ly slow elevating Negro officers 
to higher ranks since segregate 
ad units were banned in 1948, 
hut "there's been a lot of spur- 
ring going on," he said.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


A request has been made to 
the Office of Technical Assist- 
ance for a $25,000 grant to pay 
for a study of uses and ln> 
processing techniques for whet- 
stones in Garland County. 


The request was by the West 


Central Arkansas Economic De- 
velopment District. 


Garland County is the only 


known area in the world where 
novaculite, 
from which whet- 


stones are made, was deposited 
In large enough amounts to be 
mined 
from 
quarries, 
said 


Ralph Jefferson, assistant di- 
rector of the district. 


Jefferson said a Texas firm 


had tentatively committed it- 
self to begin quarry operations 
within 60 days. He said the 
study would help reveal better 
ways of cutting novaculite, and 
help determine new markets 
for the stone. 


He said the Texas firm indi- 


cated that within five years, as- 
suming the study warranted it, 
it would be employing 400 work- 
ers.

Egypt May 
Swap Greek 
for Arabs 


ATHENS (AP) - There was 


speculation in Athens today that 
the Egyptian government might 
offer to exchange the Greek who 
hijacked a Greek airliner for 
the two Arab terrorists who shot 
up an Israeli airliner at Athens 
airport. 


The plane and 102 of the per- 


sons aboard it returned safely to 
Athens Thursday, but Egyptian 
authorities were holding the hi- 
jacker in Cairo. A government 
source said the Greek Embassy 
in Cairo was being kept in- 
formed of his interrogation. 


There Is no extradition treaty 


between Greece and Egypt, and 
it was not known U Greece 
would make an official request 
for the man's return. The two 
Arabs who shot up the El Al air- 
liner last week, killing an Israe- 
li passenger, are held in Athens 
on a variety of charges Includ- 
ing homicide. 


The Olympic Airways DC6 


was diverted over the eastern 
Mediterranean Thursday by a 
gunman who fired a warning 
shot through a cockpit window 
and ordered the pilot to fly to 
Cairo. 


Olympic Airways, owned by 


Aristotle Onassis, sent a jetliner 
to pick up the 97 other passen- 
gers, who included seven Amer- 
icans. The plane window was re- 
paired, and after refueling the 
crew flew the aircraft to Athens 
Thursday night. 


The Greek government said 


the hijacker was George Fla- 
mourides, 30, a former army de- 
serter from Crete who was 
jailed in 1967 for disobedience 
and Insurbordination. He was 
freed by a 1968 New Year's am- 
nesty. 


Egyptian authorities said Fla- 


mourides told them he diverted 
the plane to Cairo because he 
had been "hounded and perse- 
cuted" as an opponent of the 
military regime in Greece.

Command today reported the 
heaviest B52 strikes in South 
Vietnam in three weeks, with al-

1,000 
tons 
of bombs 


dropped northwest of Saigon 
and nearly 500 tons on the mat- 
ted U Minn Forest deep in the 
Mekong Delta. 


Ground action remained light 


throughout the nation, although 
allied sweeps continued from 
tfte southern delt to an ara. 
southwest of Da Nang where 
American Marines and South 
Vietnamese troops were grind- 
ing away at Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces. 


Signs of fresh enemy move- 


ment also were reported from 
two more old battle areas—the 
A Shau Valley west of Hue and 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Vietnam. 


Fliers from the car riers Coral 


Sea and Constellation hit the A 
Shau Valley with 31 sorites 
Thursday, the heaviest concen- 
tration of Naval air strength re- 
ported in one day since the 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
halted on Nov. 1.

DMZ had increased sharply in 
the Christmas-New Year period, 
with more than 500 "indications 
of enemy activity" in the 12 
days since Dec. 22.

1969 Opens 
With Theft 
of Airliner 
MIAMI (AP) - A giant East- 


ern Airlines stretclHet with 148 
persons aboard landed at Ha- 
vana today under orders of a hi- 
jacker who took command of 
the nonstop New Ydrk-Wami 
flight. 


Two Eastern turboprop planes 


were ordered to the airport at 
Varadero, Cuba, to retrieve the 
kidnaped 
passengers but no 


time for the flight was set, ac- 
eordine to John Graffius, acting 
area manager for the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 


The hijacked jet, which land- 


ed in Havana at 1:05 a.m. EST, 
was the first plane hijacked to 
Cuba this year. List year there 
were 20 successful hijackings to 
Cuba, 13 of them from the Unit- 
ed States. 


Eastern said its DC8-61, larg- 


est commercial jetliner in Amer- 
ica, carrying 140 passengers and 
eight crew members left New 
York's Kennedy Airport at 9:52 
p.m. Thursday and Was due in 
Miami at 12:30 a.m. 


About an hour before Flight 


401 was scheduled to land at Mi- 
ami International Airport, Capt. 
Dennis 
Vanhuss radioed the 


Federal Aviation 
Administra- 


tion at Jacksonville, Fla. FA A 
supervisor Harold Jensen said 
Vanhuss reported, "I am going 
to Havana." 


The plane at that point was 60 


miles east of Jacksonville. 


There was no immediate word 


on what went on aboard 
the 


plane. 


Most hijackings have featured 


a man with a gun, who threat- 
ened a crew member and or- 
dered the pilot to fly to Havana. 
None has resisted. 


The FAA said the Eastern 


plane was cleared direct to 
Cuba soon after the hijacking 
was reported.

In addition to .Vanhuss, the 


crew included First Officer J,R. 
Cooper and Second Officer T.F. 
Walby in the cockpit, all based 
in New York.

Miami,

After landing in Cuba, hi- 


jacked planes usually are flown 
to Miami by the crew while pas- 
sengers go by bus to Varadero

from Florida. 


The last previous hijacking to 


Cuba, also an Eastern plane, 
was on Dec. 19, 1968, when a jet 
flying nonstop from Philadel- 
phia to Miami was diverted. 


On Thursday the FBI at Mi- 


ami filed a complaint naming 
Thomas George Washington, 27, ' 
of Gary, Ind., as its hijacker. 


The FBI said Washington took 


his daughter, Jennifer Robin, 3, 
from his divorced wife in Phila- 
delphia and boarded the plan*;
